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WOOL  LABELING  ACT 
Effective  July  14,  1941 


WOOL 


Applies  to  all  wool  products  except  rugs,  carpets, 
mats,  upholstery  fabrics,  such  things  as  linings, 
facings,  trimmings,  not  ordinarily  labeled  as  to 
fiber  content. 

After  July  14,  1941,  labels  on  wool  products  must 
give  consumers  this  information: 

1.  Percentage  of  virgin  woolj 

Z.  Percentage  of  reprocessed  wool  (wool 
taken  from  an  unused  fabric );

3*  Percentage  of  reused  wool  (wool  taken 
from  fabrics  used  by  consumers); 

4.  Percentage  of  rayon,  cotton,  and  other  fibers 

5.  Total  percentage  of  all  non-wool  fibers; 

6.  Percentage  of  filling  or  weighting; 

7.  Name  of  manufacturer  and/or  distributor. 

Reprocessed  or  reused  wool  not  necessarily  of  lower 
quality  than  some  virgin  wools*
